Note.—A moil steamer arriving off the port during the night should burn two dlue lights 
in quick succession when in the fair season a pilot will at once board ; but during the mon- 
soon she must keep off the port until daylight. 

Arrroacugs To Tak Port.— General directions —The coast of Sind should be approach- 
ed with great cau‘ion; too much attention cannot be paid to the lead, more esvecially 
in passing the banks off the river mouths of the Indus, which are extending considerably » 
to seaward. From a survey in March 1877 by Oaptain A. W Stiffe, Indian Marine (Port. 
Officer of Calcutta), the edge of the shoal water was 34 miles to seaward of the former 
position. It was then in latitude 24° 04 20” N., longitude 67° 11’ 50” E. By night a 
vessel should give the banke a berth of 15 to 20 miles, and if after passing the “ swatch” 
she does not get less than 18 to 20 fathoms, she may haul to the northward, not coming into 
less than 15 fathoms until the Kurrachee revolving light is seen.
